Closing tabulations of Tuesday’s election have continued 
to reinforce the tremendous popular vote by which Herbert 
Hoover and Charles Curtis have amassed majorities in states 
having 444 electoral units and left Alfred E. Smith and Joe 
T. Robinson leading in others having only 87. 
The late returns have served only to emphasize the im­ 
mensity of the Republican sweep that embraced the entire 
West and most of the East and also extended into four tra­ 
ditionally Democratic states of the south—Virginia, 
North 
Carolina, Florida and Texas. 
With less than a scattered quarter of the nation’s 
pre­ 
cincts remaining uncounted, tho Hoover majorities have roll­ 
ed up in 40 states. Smith held the lead in eight others, six 
of them in the south and two in the' East, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island.

An avalanche of buying orders, 
alm ost as impressive as the land­ 
slide of votes which carried the 
Republican national ticket to vic­ 
tory In yesterday’s election, lifted 
scores of stocks $1 to $15.50 a 
share. Some of the gains w ere cut 
down and a few representative is­ 
sues, such as General Motors and 
U. S. Steel common d o ted frac­ 
tionally lower, but final quotations 
generally were around the highest 
of the day. 
Total sales of 4,891,200 shares 
have been exceeded only by the 
record-breaking seseion of June 12 
when 
5,193,600 
shares 
changed 
hands in a declining m arket. 
The 
m arket 
bounded 
upward 
from the opening gong. 
Curtiss 
Aeroplane, one of the first stocks 
to appear on the tape, opened with 
a gain of $10 a share. Then came 
blocks of 5,000 to 20,000 shares of 
a wide assortm ent of oil shares, 
fifteen of which established new 
high records for the year during

Sm ith’s total vote was 781,744. 
T hat of Hoover was 760,671. The 
D em ocratic nominee was given a 
big m ajority over Hoover in the 
city of Boston, 
polling 
192,257 
votes against 94,527 for Hoover 
w ith 
th e 
city count 
complete. 
Sm ith also ran ahead of Hoover 
in m ost of the cities of the state, 
w inning the textile centers and a 
num ber of other induatrlal towns.

Result of Delta Vote 
for Hoover and Smith 
Still Undecided Today 


Whether Herbert Hoover, Repub­ 
lican presidential candidate, defeats 
ed Alfred E. Smith, Democrat, in 
Delta county in Tuesday’s election 
is now very much undecided aa a 
result of a re-check of the returns 
received at the county clerk’s office 
late yesterday. 
The Delta county 
canvassing board will convene to­ 
day to canvass the vote, but it is 
not likely it will 
complete 
its 
work for two or three days. 
Gov Fred W. Green was given 
a majority of 1301 over William A. 
Comstock, Democrat, in pelta coun­ 
ty. 
The vote wag: Green, 6043; 
Comstock, 4742. 
Quite a Scramble. 
Unofficial returns compiled early 
Wednesday morning indicated that 
Hoover carried Delta county by 76 
votes. 
Errors and 
discrepancies 
discovered later reduced this figure 
materially and perhaps wiped it 
out altogether. It all depends upon 
the basis chosen for the compila­ 
tion. 
If the tabulation is that of the 
presidential electors who received 
the highest number of votes, it ap­ 
peared that Hoover 
carried 
the 
county by eight. 
If the table is 
that of the electors who received 
the lowest number of votes, Smith 
apparently wins the county by ten. 
This variance is due to the fact 
that a considerable number of vot­ 
ers did not vote for all 16 of the 
nominees for the electoral college 
on their party tickets. 
It is pos­ 
sible that the canvassing board will 
find that Delta county’s preference 
for presidential electors will be 
spilt between the two major par­ 
ties. 
The vote in Bark River No. I 
precinct is given ss an example of 
how the vote for the presidential 
electors varied.

New Church Rising 
In Gethsemane 


Jerusalem ((ZP))—In the Garden 
of Gethsemane at the foot of the 
Mount of Olives, a Catholic church 
is rising dedicated to the Heart of 
Jesus. 
The edifice is being built over 
the very grotto into 
which 
the 
Lord sent his disciples while he 
himself knelt down on a stone a 
short way off to say his last prayer 
before they came to lead him away. 
The cavern has now been made 
into the crypt, and over 
against 
the stone the altar rises. 
Only a 
few years ago the stone was freed 
of a lot of broken mosaic—now- 
covered over by slabs of Bethle­ 
hem stone- among which it had 
been buried. 
As early as the fourth century, 
in the days of King Theodosius, a 
basilica stood at this spot 
until, 
three centuries later, it was 
de­ 
stroyed br the Persians 
on 
their 
invasion of the Holy Land. 
Later 
it was rebuilt by the crusaders, but 
the latter did not find the exact 
site and erected an altar in front 
of a rock which now juts Into the 
right sidewall of the church. For­ 
merly the Patriarchs of Jerusalem 
were wont each year to leave their 
residences on Palm Sunday 
and 
proceed to the cavern, there to re­ 
main the whole of Passion Week. 
Not until Easter Sunday did they 
return to celebrate divine service. 
The new church building 
was 
commenced immediately after the 
war. 
In 1919 the Cardinal Arch­ 
bishop of Paris laid the corner­ 
stone. 
A committee headed by the 
Bishop of Toulouse began to col­ 
lect funds for the building opera 
tions from among 
the 
Catholics 
throughout the world. 
The costs 
have been estimated af $ 150,000 
The work is now well advanced 
and in another three years is to be 
completed. 
In reconstruction the style 
<>t 
the old basilica was retained. 
In 
the interior parts of the old mo­ 
saic flooring have in several places 
been built in. while the new mosaic 
work is an exact reproduction of 
the old both as to pattern and col­ 
oring. 
Like the original, it depicts 
the instruments of 
torture, 
the 
cross, the thorns and 
the 
rope. 
And the same pattern is repeated 
in the window decoration and that 
of the vaulted 
ceiling.
